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ABSTRACT 

The plants recorded here are not reported by earlier authors from the area. Salient distinguishing 
characters and keys are given for each of the present new records to facilitate easy identification. Com¬ 
prehensive distribution data is also presented for all the plants reported in this paper. 


RANUNCULACEAE 

Thalictnun foliolosum DC. Syst. i: 175. 18x7. 

An erect fern like herb, upto 2.5 m high. Leaves 
pinnately decompound, leaflets ternate, orbiculate, 
lobulate, membranous, exstipulate, glabrous, glau¬ 
cous beneath, sheaths auricled. Panicles axillary and 
terminal, much divided ; flowers on filiform pedi¬ 
cels, bracteate. Achenes few, acute at both ends, 
sharply 8 ribbed. 

This differs from the three species of Thalictrum 
reported by Gamble in the Flora of the Madras 
Presidency in having pinnately decompound leaves 
and auricled sheaths. 

Andhra Pradesh: Visakhapatnam Dt., Sapparla 
(alt. 1000 m), 8-6-1968, Subbarao 30098 (MH), 
Common. 

Distribution: Temperate Himalayas, Uttar Pra¬ 
desh, Khasia Hills and Upper Burma. 

DILLENIACEAE 

DiUenia aurea Sm. Exot. Bot. 2: 65, t. 92 & 93. 1806. 

A small spreading tree. Leaves 30-50 x 10-18 cm, 
obovate, or broadly oblong, tapering at the base into 
a sheathing channeled petiole, base often unequal, 
margin spinulose denticulate; young leaves grey 
pubescent on both surfaces; mature leaves glabrous 
above, slightly grey pubescent below. Flowers 
golden yellow, large, solitary, bracteate, appearing 
before the leaves. Carpels enclosed in the fleshy 
calyx. Fruit the size of a small apple; seeds numer¬ 
ous, glabrous, surrounded by viscid edible pulp. 

This is nearer to Dillenia indie a Linn, and Dille - 
nia pentagyna Roxb. but it is differentiated from: 
them as follows: 

Flowers white, appearing with the leaves ... D. indica Linn. 

Flowers yellow, on leafless branches

Andhra Pradesh: Visakhapatnam Dt., Chinta- 
palli (alt. 975 m), 6-6-1968, Subbarao 30072 (MH), 
common. 

Distribution : Uttar Pradesh, Bihar, Orissa, Nepal 
to Bhutan, Burma. 

ELAEOGARPAGEAE 

Sloanea stercullacea (Benth.) Rehder et Wilson in 

Sargent, PI. Wilson 2: 362. 1915. 

A large tree. Leaves ovate or elliptical, cuspidate, 
base rounded or subcordate, minutely serrulate, 
glabrous above, downy beneath ; petiole upto 5 cm 
long, puberulous, slightly dilated at both ends. 
Peduncles tomentose. Capsule globose, red, densely 
covered with 12-18 mm long minutely hispid subu¬ 
late spines. 

This genus is not reported in the Flora of the 
Madras Presidency. It is differentiated from Elaeo - 
carpus Linn, by its echinate or setose capsules. 

Andhra Pradesh : Visakhapatnam Dt., Minu- 
muluru (1075 rn), 31-5-1968, Subbarao 30043 (MH), 
rare. 

SCHROPHULARIAGEAE 

*Melasma avense (Benth.) Hand.-Mazz. Symb. Sin. 

pt. 7: 843. 1936. 

Scabrid herbs upto 45 cm high; stem simple or 
branched. Leaves subsessile or sessile, lower ones 
opposite or sub-opposite, upper alternate. Spikes 
pubescent; flowers yellow, clustered at the ends of 
branches, bracteate (bracts longer than the flowers). 
Capsule shorter than the calyx, subglobose 4-Iobed; 
seeds numerous. 

This is differentiated from Melasma thomsoni 
(Hook, f.) Weltst. by its ovate-lanceolate, toothed 
leaves and sessile flowers. 

Andhra Pradesh: Visakhapatnam Dt., Minumu- 
luru (1000 m), 23-12-1967, Subbarao 29624 (MH),

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common; Earajola near Anantagiri (1050 m), 28-12^ 
1969, Subbarao 32854 (MH), common. 

Distribution ; Temperate Himalayas from Kumaon 
to Bhutan, Khasia Hills, Bengal, Bihar, Orissa. 

*Note: Melasma and Alectra are treated sepa¬ 
rately by some workers. (Cf. R. S. Rao in Journ. 
Bomb. nat. Hist. Soc. 61: 317. 1964). 

EUPHORBIACEAE 

Sapium eugeniaefoliam Hook. f. FI. Brit. Ind. 5: 

470. 1888. 

A small glabrous glaucous tree. Leaves ovate or 
elliptical, acute, base rounded or acute, entire, gla¬ 
brous, glaucous below, glandular on the margin of 
the upper half of the leaf on the lower surface. 
Racemes simple, terminal, dense, upto 7 cm long, 
monoecious. Capsule globose, black, hard, diam. up¬ 
to 10 mm. 

This species is allied to Sapium insigne Benth. 
but differs from it in having monoecious flowers and 
entire leaves. 

Andhra Pradesh: Visakhapatnam Dt., Ananta¬ 
giri (alt. 900 m), 12-5-1964, Subbarao 19537 (MH), 
common; Minumuluru (alt. 1075), 31-5-1968, Subba¬ 
rao 30046 (MH), common. 

Distribution : Tropical Himalayas, Sikkim, 

Kumaon, Assam, Burma and Yunnan. 

ORCHIDACEAE 

Bulbophyllum densiflorum Rolfe in Kew Bull. 1892 : 

139. 1892. 

A detailed description of this plant was provided 
by Balakrishnan et Chowdhury (Bull. bot. Surv. Ind. 
9: 88.1967) from collections from Bhutan and plants 
grown in the National Orchidarium, Shillong. 

Andhra Pradesh : Visakhapatnam Dt„ Cheru- 
konda (alt. 1000 m), 29-8-1966, Subbarao 28170 
(MH), rare. 

Distribution : Kumaon, Bhutan, Eastern Hima¬ 
layas (Rolfe in Kew Bull. 1892: 139. 1892). 

' Note: “Rolfe, in Gard. Chron. ii (1892) p. 150 says 
that B. densiflorum is closely allied to B. triste 
Reichb. f. (which has deep purple, not yellow, flowers) 
and he comments, on the type sheet, that B. densi¬ 
florum may be a form of B. triste ” (comments from 
Kew Herbarium, 31st July, 1968). 


COMMELINACEAE 

Forrestia mollissima (Bl.) Koorders var. glabrata 

(Hassk.) Backer in Handbook FI. Java 3: 33. 1924. 

Herb; stem creeping and rooting at lower nodes. 
Leaves lanceolate, acute to acuminate, base narrow¬ 
ed, minutely pubescent underneath; sheaths tubular, 
ribbed, hairy, prominently ciliate at mouth, persis¬ 
tent. Flowers purple, sessile, bracteate, crowded in 
axils; petal free. Fruit a subglobose, ellipsoid, 3 
valved, hairy, beaked, loculicidal capsule. Seeds two 
in each cell, superposed, vermilion coloured when 
fresh. 

This genus is not reported in the Flora of the 
Madras Presidency. In the Flora of British India 
(6: 383. 1892) Malabar was given under Forrestia 
mollis Hassk. This Malabar is Montes Malabar in 
Java ( vide Kew Bull. 1931: 257. 1931). 

The genus Forrestia A. Rich is distinguished from 
the genus Cyanotis D. Don by its capitate cymes 
and free petals. 

Andhra Pradesh: Visakhapatnam Dt., Minumu¬ 
luru (alt. 1000 m), 23-12-1967, Subbarao 29598 (MH), 
common. 

Distribution-. Tropical Sikkim Himalayas, Mani- 
pore, Assam and Tenasserim. 

Note : This plant is reported formerly from Sikkim 
and Assam. Since it is found in Andhra Pradesh 
it is quite likely to occur in Bengal, Bihar and 
Orissa and possibly in the evergreen forests of Mysore 
and Kerala. 
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
